“MINERS GIVE BATTLE. 


THREE MEN KILLED IN AFIGHT NEAR 
ORIPPLE ORBEK. 


One Striker and Two Deputy Sheriffs 
Vall in a Hot Clash in the Rockiese

La Satim, Ill,, May 26.—[{Special.]—For 
over three hours this afternoon a bloody en- 
counter was imminent between the State mili- 
tia and a half-drunken mob of 2,000 foreigners. 
That this encounter was averted and that no 
lives were lost is due to the cool and deter-, 
mined action of Col. Fred Bennett and Sheriff 
William A. Taylor. With a small army of 
scarcely 200 soldiers the riotous mob of 
European Anarchists was met and put to 
| flight and the leaders arrested. 


The Officers:of the Law Are Routed 
and Await Reinforcements Before Re- 
newing the Attack=—Gov, Waite Orders 
Out the Militia and Calls on Both Sides 
to Disarm.

First Check Proves Ludicrous. 

The first disturbance occurred as the main 
body of the troops was crossing Chartres 
street on Third. At that point a crowd of 
nearly 100 Italians had assembled. They 
were intensely excited and talking in loud 
angry voices among themselves. As Col. 
Bennett and his staff came up a big Italian, 
who afterward gave his name as George Bar- 
riene, ran out and shaking his fist at the 
Colonel shouted imprecations in his native 
tongue. A detachment of soldiers was or- 
dered to place the violent fellow under 
arrest. Barriene took flight and Capt.

There is great alarm felt tonight over the 
fact that a large amount of dynamite has been 
stolen from the powder-house in _ the neigh- 
borhood of La Salle and Peru. If this dyna- 
mite isin the possession of the strikers they 
will probably use it and at some time when 
such an outbreak is not looked for. 

The day began in quiet though the strikers 
were in a state of subdued excitement. The 
wrecking of the Illinois Central freight train 
about three miles south of here last night was 
discussed in every phase. The English speak- 
ing element denounced it, while those of for- 
eign tongues seemed to think it a signal for 
further outrage. The presence of the militia 
was considered as an affront and an insult and 
they openly declared they would resent 
it. They became incensed at the leaders of 
the American strikers for urging them to re- 
frain from acts of lawlessness. A ferocious-

At 
one time matters became so threatening that 
there was talk of deciaring the town under 
martial law. Sheriff Taylor, with several 
deputies, came over from Ottawa this morn-

News of a Captured Train. 

While this consultation was going on Sheriff 
Taylor received a telegram from Supt. Knott 
of the Marseilles Land and Water company at 
Marseilles, eight miles east of Ottawa, saying 
that 200 drunken Huns were preparing to 
make an assault upon the company’s mines, 
The Sheriff at once telegraphed Gov. Altgeld 


asking for twenty-five Springfield rifles and 


1,000 rounds of ammunition to be sent to 
Marseilles. He then sent word to Ottawa for 
twenty-five Deputy Sheriffs to proceed to Mar- 
seilles. Another telegram from Supt. Judson 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Qhincy at 
Aufora was received at 3 o'clock. It was 


dated Ladd. IIl., and read as follows: : 


Four hundred strikers, many of them drunk 
and armed, have taken possession of the Burling- 
ton freight train and are now on their way to 
Spring Valley. Can’tyou stop them at the Val- 
ley? Jupson, Division Superintendent C., b. &Q, 

The strikers of anarchistic inclinations gath- 
ered in La Salle were apparently waiting for 
an excuse to resort to opeu violence. If the 
rioters from Ladd succeeded in entering the 
town that excuse would be given. Col. Ben- 
nett and Sheriff Taylor appreciated this, and 
while they were consulting another telegram 
was received from Spring Valley saying that 
the mob in possession of the Burlington 
train had arrived there and was being 
reinforced by the lawless inhabitants of 
that place, It was the intention 
of the mob, the message said, to etop at Peru 
and La Salle for further reinforcements and 
then proceed to Ottawa and release by force 
the two Belgians under arrest there for the 
part they took in the riot Thursday evening. 
Sheriff Taylor is stili suffering from the 
wounds he had received on that occasion.

Meantime the mobof strikers had arrived 
at Peru. Here they left the train they had 
stolen at Ladd in care of a guard, while the 
main body started to make a tour of the town 
to enlist recruits, From 500 their number 
was soon increased to about 2,000 and they 
started from Peru to La Salle. They had not 
gone far when they heard that the militia was 
coming to intercept them. Up to this time 
they had been shouting and howlmg through 
the streets like demons. Many of them car- 
ried revolvers and hundreds of others wielded 
They had met with 
no resistance and seemed to think they were 
going to have a walk-away. 

Mob Takes to Its Heels, 

As the noisy Anarchists approached . the 
bridge crossing toward La Salle they were ap- 
prised that the militia was coming. This bit 
of news had a wonderfully soothing 
effect. The incendiary shouts and cries 
for the blood of the. soldiers ceased. 
For nearly five minutes the Anarchists 
stood excitedly discussing among themselves 
on the bridge as to what todo, It was about 
this time that Col. Bennett and his soldiers 
hove in sight. The mob broke up and the 
strikers started to run. Col. Bennett halted 
his mén and then sent out half a 
dozen detachments under command of 
Lieutenants, with orders to capture all 
suspicious foreigners. The point where he 


| halted his men was just across the dividing 


line between La Salle and Peru. The coun- 
try around this point is rugged and hilly. 
The men who had composea the mob could be 
seen running down ravines and over the hills. 
The soldiers at once set outin pursuit. In 
the excitement one of the soldiers accident- 
ally discharged his rifle and the ball carried 
away a portion of the ear of James McCann, 
astriker, who was standing at the roadside 
in the crowd that had followed the soldiers 
from La Salle. The shot caused an uproar 
in the crowd. Men and women came running 
from the rear. The foreigners in the crowd 
who had been making violent demonstrations 
during the early partof the day began to 
shout and howl. One fellow, a Pole, who 
gave the name of France Bardowsky, called 
for the crowd to attack the militia. He stood 
at the corner of St. Marks and Walnut streets, 
Peru, and was giving vent toa wild harangue 
toacrowd of Poles when a detachment of 
soldiers, under command of Capt. St. Clair, 
Company A of Streator, bore down upon hi.a. 
There was a scattering and Bardowsky ran 
into his cabin. The soldiers followed and 
soon brought him out. His wife, followed by 
half a dozen children, came out after the 
soldiers. The woman screamed hysterically 
for some one to rescue her husband. 
Many Strikers C. ptured, 

The sight of the screaming woman with the 
children aroused the foreign element in the 
crowd and it seemed for the time being that 
@ general riot must follow. Col. Bennett 
was quick to see the danger, and us fast as

tunately all were flesh wounds and not ser- 
ious. At what time during the fray the two 
deputies were shot is not known. Rabideau’s 
body, containing ¢hree balls, one through the 
heart, was found near the railway tracks this 
morning. 
Every known newspaper representative 
been ordered away from Cripple Creek and 
told not to return again at the peril of his 
life. P. J. Donahue of the Denver News 
was slow to obey, and several guns were lev- 
eled at his head, The order has gone forth 
that not a line of information shall go out 
from here if it can possibly be prevented.

Cafion. Now the deputies are waiting rein- 
forcements, and, with an army of 1,300 
riflemen, one twelve-pound rifled cannon, and 
a .Gatling gun, will return to Cripple Creek. 
Gov. Waite has issued a proclamation 
commanding both sides to disarm and dis- 
rerse and give way to the entire State 
militia, estimated at 1,500men. Most of the 
officers are already allied with the deputies, 
and, as it is expected they will not report with 
their commands, their duties will devolve 
upon young and flighty subordinates. 
Another Battle Expected. 

Sheriff Bowers’ forces are mobilizing at 
Florence, whence he expects to makea fresh 
start in the morning, when a decisive battle 
will be fought between Bull Hill and Battle 
Mountain, two points that are rendered al- 
most invulnerable by fortifications of miners. 

A search of the Strong mine today dis- 
closed three men, including Supt, McDon- 
ald, safe in a remote level, where they es- 
caped yesterday’s explosion. This evening 
there is some difficulty in getting a train to 
convey troops, and Adjutant-General Tarsney 
swears he will have transportation if he has 
to seize equipment under a declaration of 
martial law. Tomorrow's battle may be 
three-sided, with the troops as targets for 
both parties. 

The Raven Gold Mining company of Cripple 
Creek, incorporated under the laws of West 
Virginia, applied to Judge Hallet of the 
United States District Court today for an in- 
junction to restrain the strikers from inter- 
fering with the property and its employés. The

‘On Account of Personal Taxes They Claim 
Residence in New Jerseys. 

New Yorr, May 26.—[{Special.]—All of the 
Gould family have withdrawn from New York 
as a place of residence because of the differ- 
ence of opinion being the heirs and the Com- 
missioners of Taxes and \Assessments as 
to whether the foriner shail pay personal 
taxes.

Dr. Joseph Krauskopf, rabbi of the Re- 
formed Congregation Keneseth Israel, the 
largest and most influential and liberal of the 
Hebrew congregations of Philadelphia, 
and the Rev. Russell H. Conwell, 
pastor of the Grace Baptist Church, 
also of Philadelphia, will leave soon for Eu- 
rope on a novel mission. They will attempt 
to enter the Russian domain, despite the tact

condition of the Hebrews there. With 
this end in view .the rabbi conceived 
the idea of -personally visiting Russia 
to see the true state of affairs and to petition 
the government to permit relief to the con- 
gested Jewish pale of settlement by coloniz- 
ing the excess of population in the. sparsely 
settled interior. Dr. Krauskopf has the sup- 
port of Congressman Straus. The proposi- 
tion has been submitted tothe Russian Min- 
ister in this country. He declined to take 
official cognizance of the enterprise. Secretary

VIEWS ON HIS ELIGIBILITY T0 THE 


He Might Go ti as a Layman, Some Oler- 
Kymen Say, but Doubt if He Could Be- 
come an Officer=The Professor Believes 
the Church Has Come to Him, but 
Others Disagree with Him=—Old Case

farther away from true Presbyterianism than 
ever before, When he was prosecuted for 
heresy the presbytery acquitted him by a 
vote of 45 to 15. An appeal was made to the 
synod, which found him guilty, but before 
the decision was rendered he hall retired from 
the church voluntarily. I cannot believe the 
report for the reason that Prof. Swing is nota 
Pugilistic man, He retired because he did 
care to be harassed by going through the 
ecclesiastical courts, and he made no 
defense. The natural effect of an as- 
sault of the kind that was made 
upon Prof. Swing is to make the one 
assaulted more radical. It confirms him in 
his course and embitters him against Presby- 
terian doctrine, Naturally Prof. Swing has 
drifted further and further away from Pres- 
byterian theories and doctrines. I noticed in 
one of his sermons called out by the Briggs 
case that he said ‘Presbyterians ought to be 
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glad to confess that there are errors in the 
Old Testament and not only of history and 
science, but ‘more especially moral errors. 
They should be glad to be relieved of the ob- 
ligation to defend some of the acts of the Old 
Testament by holding that they were not in- 
spired, but were full of the errors of the age 
that had fallen into history.’ 

“It can be seen by thie quotation that he 
has expressed views a great deal more at va- 
rience with the Presbyterian doctrine than 
anything that has been said by Ur. Briggs or 
Prof. Smith, the latter of whom is now on 
trial for heresy. Prof. Swing; I do not think, 
would consider for a moment the question of 
returning to the Presbyterian Church. He is 
entirely free and independent where he is, and 
is surrounded by people who love him and 
will support him liberally as long as he is able 
to preach. But evenif he should desire to re- 
turn to the faith the presbytery would not 
admit him. The attempt would subject him 
to the very annoyances that he left the church 
to get rid of.. He would be surrendering a. 
liberty that is essential to hie happiness. Con- 
sidering the bent of his mind, it would essen- 
tially curtail his usefulness. 

‘* My reason for saying that the presbytery 
would not admit him is that the pres. 
bytery feels that what it needs 
most at this time is freedom from con- 
troversy and the devotion of its full 
energies to the work of the church. The pres- 
bytery at the present time is in perfect 
harmony and free from confiicts, and it wishes 
to remain so. If Prof. Swing were admitted 
it would make Chicago a religious storm 
center and the result would be disastrous to 
the enterprises which we are now pushing.

of Ohio affirming the judgment of the Pres- 
bytery of Cincinnati, findmg the appellant 
guilty of heresy. The Commissioners did not 
conclude their three-minute arguments on the 
subject until 3:35 o’clock, up to which time

Thrust in Russian Prisons.

Fight on the Brewers. 


The Socialists are pursuing their fight 
against the brewers with the greatest violence, 
and declare they are determined to break the 
so-called brewers’ *‘ ring,”” which they claim 
keeps up the price of beer and exploits the 
‘working classes. The fact is, however, no 
such “‘ring”’ exists, and the combination of 
brewers which may be said to stand in the 
position of a *“‘ring’’ was only recently formed 
asa rmeans of resisting the boycotting cam- 

' paign of the Socialists. But there is no deny- 
ing the fact that the brewers are feeling the 
effects of the boycott; for quite recently they 
made overtures for peace, and in 60 
doing have offered to take back 
into their employment the men previously 
dismissed on condition that the bvuycott is 
abandoned. The Socialistsa day or so ago 
rejected these overtures, declaring they have 
determined not to make any compromise with 
the brewers, and in order to give weight to 
this assertion they are now carrying their boy- 
cotting cruise throughout the country. This 
is notably the case at Mulheim, where the 
strike of the Socjalist brewers’ employés has 
commenced and threatens to develop into an 
immense struggle between capital and labor. 

Will Fortify Cuxhaven. 


The reported negotiations fcr the cession of 
Cuxhaven to Prussia in exchange for Altona, 
which would be incorporated with Hamburg, 
is officially denied, The denial simply means 
that were the Reichstag and Bundesrath to 
adopt the bill to convert Cuxhaven intoa 
naval port Hamburg would raise no objection 
and negotiations for this purpose, therefore, 
would be needless. The navy department has 
not abandoned its intention to strongly fortify 
Cuxhaven and convert it into a first-class war 
port upon the completion of the Baltic Canal. 

Great Force of Exploding Hydrogen. 

The explosion which occurred early yester- 
day morningin the Balloon Department of 
the army in the Tempelhofer field might have 
been disastrous. A building in which 1,000 
iron botiles of hydrogen were stored was de- 
stroyed. A soldier of the Pioneer Corps, who 
was on guard near the building; was hurled a 
great distance by the force of the explosion, 
Portions of the shattered bottles were found a 
mile distant from the scene of the explosion, 
and the ground about the building was torn up 
in all directions, demonstrating the fearful 
force of the hydrogen. The exact cause of 
the explosion is not known, but it is supposed 
the leakage ofa bottle allowed the gas to 
escape, mixed with the air, and formed an ex- 
plosive mixture, which exploded the bottles, 
and then fired the gasometer in the gas-mak- 
ing house. The damage done exceeds 100,- 
000 francs. , 

Berlin Notes. 

The Reichsanzeiger announces the conclu- 
sion of an agreement between England and 
Germany to establish a uniform customs sys- 
tem: between the German Territory of Togo 
and the Gold Coast Colony immediately west 
of it, which belongs to Great Britain, and 
which is situated east of the. Volga. 

Emperor William’s summer program ap- 
pears to be undecided. He intends to visit 
the regatta at Kiel in June and will then 
start on a long cruise with the Empress on 
board the imperial yacht Hohenzollern. Dur-

Lonpox, May 26.--The birthday of Queen 
Victoria was officially celebrated today. The 
West End of London was especially decorated 
for the occasion ‘with flags and appropriate 
emblems and designs. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, the 
Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the Duchess 
of Albany, and other members of the royal 
family witnessed the elaborate military cere- 
mony known as the ‘ trooping of the colors”’ 
on the parade ground in Whitehall. The 
weather was deiightful and the ceremony at- 
tracted many thousands of sight-seers to the 
spot.

He, However, Declares Himself for the

Lonwpon, May 26.—[Copyright, 1894, by the 
New York Tribune Association.}—Lord Rose- 
bery’s visit to Birmingham and his various 
speeches in Mr. Chamberlain’s dominions pre- 
sent him in a new attitude. Hitherto he hag 
held the balance fairly even between the dif- 
ferent sections of his party and has shown a 
desire to keep his hold upon that moderate 
body which both inside and beyond the party 
looked to him with hope. -He would prefer, 
no doubt, still to retain all the support he 
could get from that and other quarters, but 
circumstances force him to choose. The Labor 
party has not responded to his appeal, or not 
responded in a way which has much immedi- 
ate practical value to a hard-pressed Minister, 

The parliamentary situation was critical, 
The budget coming on, the Welsh four still 
mutinous, the Parnellites hostile, various 
cliques and persons whose interests or prin- 
ciples are affected by the budget wavering, 
it became necessary totake a definite line, 
and Lord Rosebery took the Irish liae. There 
was no compact body in the House of Com- 
mnonsto whom he could appeal except that 
wing of the Irish Nationalists nominally lea 
by Mr. McCarthy.

ion on the budget. 

Lord Rosebery now thinks it an * insult”’ 
to ask him, as Mr. Chamberlain did, whether 
he is for home rule and whether he is for Mr. 
Gladstone’s home rule. bill of last year. Sume 
of bis own friends think the fervor of his in- 
dignation betrays a consciousness that his po- 
sition has been doubtful, or, if not his posi- 
tion, his private feelings. Nothing, they say, 
is more common than fora Minister to op- 
pose a measure in the Cabinet and whien he is 
beaten in the Cabinet to defendin Parlia- 
ment what he attacked in council with his 
colleagues. Not otherwise can government 
by Cabinet be carried on. There, as else. 
where, the: majority must rule unless one 
strong will rules. Whatever dissensions may 
exist in private ameng Ministers, they must 
in public present a united front to the enemy. 
That view would relieve Lord Rosebery from 
censure. But he needs no relief. 


Lukewarm to Home Rule No Longer, 

He is not supposed to have resisted home 
rule. Lukewarmness was his offense. He is 
lukewarm no longer on the general principle. 
He upholds the principle with firmness and 
perhaps with something of the ardor of the 
new convert. He reserves his !'ukewarmness 
for Mr. Gladstone’s bill. He does not think 
that or any other bill perfect. He treats it as 
a meritorious effort to carry out a home rule 
policy amd promises to ‘* make another at- 
tempt tosettle this question,” and he closes 
his serieg:of speeches in Birmingham, four or 
five altogether; with a testimony to the close- 
ness of the union between the Liberal party 
and the Itish party, and a profession of grati- 
tude, plainly sincere, for the support of the 
Irish in epite of opposition in Ireland from a 
powerful interest “‘andin spite of their honest 
and honorable poverty.” 

The mbderate and rational view still pre- 
vails in Lord Rosebery’s mind respecting the 
House of‘Lords. “I look to the Leeds con- 
ference,”’ said he, ** for cuidance and inspira- 
tion;” and he added the interesting informa- 
tion that ithe calling of the Leeds conference 
was *spohtaneous,’’—spontaneous, I suppose, 
with Mr. Schnadhorst, whose nameis ap- 
pended te the summons. It is still more in- 
teresting to hear that Lord Rosebery ‘*has 
never met with one human being who could 
explain te him the machinery, the constitu- 
tional méchinery, by which the House of 
Lords could be ended.” Therefore he is a 
He told the too- 
zealous enders plainly that the House of Lords 
can be abolished only by a bill duly passed by 
both houses of Parliament. He had no idea, 
he added; how the House of, Lords could be 
induced to pass its own sentence of death. 
He sets aside the proposal to create five or six 
hundred Peers. It is a question whether the 
Crown could be asked to create them, a ques- 
tion whether it would create them if asked, a 
question what they would do if created. This 
douche of cold constitutional sense is not rel- 
ished by his radical supporters, but they have 
not an umbrella ready. 

Still Another Concession. 

So great is the Parliamentary pressure that 
another concession had to be made at Bir. 
mingham. Lord Rosebery promised, or as 
good as promised, the YVelsh disestablishers 
that their bill shall pass the House of Com- 
mons this session. 
gets to another place, he can do no mure, This 
has but partly appeased the Welsh irreconcil- 
ables. Having got this much by irreconcila- 
bility and revolt they think they may get 
more by persevering in that policy. So they 
threaten still to persevere and to vote against 
the ministry as occasion may serve.

Mr. Bayard made a great impression. His 
appearance as he towered over the audience 
from a high platform, his voice, the firm 
grace of gesture, the diction, were all ad- 
mired. He spoke in the manner of other 
days, with deliberation and a ‘leisureness of 
elocution which were always effective. There 
were passages of high eloquence. There was 
never a false note, never aught which was not 
befitting the representative of a great nation, 
and the purest Americanism in the best sense 
of the word pervaded the whole oration, for 
oration it was. We were all proud of our 
Ambassador as we were of our naval officers. 
Col. John Hay wound up with a toast to the 
hosts and a delicately worded, apt speech, 
which Lork Brassey aptly acknowledged.

The French Cabinet Crisis. 


The old game has been played once more in 
France and the Casimir-Perier ministry has 
gone to join its thirty-one predecessors who 
have lived and died since theestablishment of 
the republic, Once more it is a coalition be- 


which has brought about the catastrophe. 
The crisis was one of those against which no 
preparation could be made because it occurred 
suddenly, The issue was, as so often 
happens, a trivial one, a question whether 
the men employed on the State rail- 
ways should be allowed to attend 
a meeting of the Railway Workmen’s Federa- 
tion. If M. Jonnart, Minister of the Public 
Works, to whom the question was put, had 
been content to answer yes or no, there would 
have been no crisis. But in answering no he 
launched forth into a lecture on the relations 
between the State and ite servants, sound 
enough in doctrine, rather aggressive in tone, 
and very inopportane. The Radicals and 
Socialists, at first angry, saw their chance, 
They turned the question into an interpelia- 
tion. The Socialist leader, M. Millerand, 
rushed to the tribune and attacked the 
ministry as the enemy of the Democracy. 
M. Jourde and M. Jaures, two other Social- 
ist firebrands, joined in. Votes of censure 
were proposed. Then, unluckily, M. Jonuart, 
confident as others were in the ministerial 
majority, plied his opponents with fresh sar- 
casms and taunts. A Radical, M. Quvre, who 
sometimes votes with the ministry, sprang up 
to denounce them and to repeat.a private con- 
versation with M. Jonnart. The Right then 
took a hand and sent M. Deramel into the 
tribune to reinforce the Socialists, It wasa 
danger signai, but the train could not be 
stopped. A vote followed and the order of 
the day asked for by the Prime Minister was 
rejected by 34 majority. Instantly the Min- 
isters quitted the chamber, and «u resolution 
of censure, or want of confidence, which 
comes to the same thing, was adopted by 
eighteen majority. It is tairtosay that half 
the Right voted with the Ministers. The 
great bulk of the majority was Radical and 
Socialist. It consists, in other words, of the 
worst enemies of the republic. 

President Carnot has since applied suc- 
cessively to M. Bourgeois, to M. Dupuy, to 
M. Peytral, and to M. Brisson to form a new 
ministry. The first three declined. If M. 
Brisson accepts and succeeds it will mean a 
far more radical ministry than M. Casimir- 
Perier’s. Neither Radicals nor Moderates 
have a clear majority in the chamber. There 
must therefore be a coalition or compromise 
Cabinet, with a list to port. 


Cab Strikers Fined. 


The cab strike still drags its slow length 
along, its progress reflecting little credit upon 
anybody concerned except upon the police 
magistrates, who imposed heavy fines on 
strikers guilty of violence. The strikers and 
their union had, however, before that succeed- 
ed in terrorizing those drivers who were will- 
ing to drive, and the attempt to bring out non- 
union cabs has had little success. Picketing 
continues. The strike has cleared the streets 
of London of nearly all the cabs, except those 
+ licensed ”’ by a lawless body, and kept them 
clear. The owners have shown firmness in 
holding on, but little courage or resource. 
The strikers have, of course, their champions 
in the House of Commons, who have put 
pressure on the Home Secretary to interfere 
in behalf of their cliente, but Mr, Asquith 
though his sympathies lead him dangerously 
far, remains Home Secretary and a lawyer and 
will not expressly sanction illegal courses, 
though he sometimes tolerates them. He 
first refused to grant an inquiry into the 
whole subject, but finally, after a truculent 
speech frum John Burns, consented to ade- 
partmental committee.

Judge Dunne said he had been unable to 
find but one case wherein a verdict as large 
as that under discussion had been affirmed by 
the Supreme Court and in that the question of 
excessive damages was mot raised. Ina case 
referred to by counsel in the argument where 
a verdict for $4,600 had been rendered 
and also in cases where verdicts of $2,500 
and $8,000 had been rendered an examina- 
tion showed the defendants had been actuated 
by violent animosity and express malice, No 
such malice it was shown in the case at bar 
had existed toward the plaintiff, who was 
unknown to the letter. To allow the 
verdict ,to stand would be, @& 
violation of: justice. Concludmg Judge 
Duone says the management of a newspaper 
was subject to the same risks as any other 
mercantile undertaking and no more.

Judge Dunne found im favor of the defend- 
ant in the suit of Augustin I. Ambler against 
Rodney M. Whipple, which was. brought to 
récover upon an mneges decree of the Su- 
preme Court of: the District of Columbia, 
rendered July 31, 1888, against Whipple for 
$157,500. In June, 1880, Ambler recovered 
a final decree against Whipple and one Dick- 
erson for $677,434. Eight years later and 
July 31, 1888, without notice to the defend- 
ant Whipple, the Supreme Court of Columbia 
rendered a mxreoenen se decree in the same 
case against Whipple only for $157.500, 
upon which the present suit is based. Judge 
Dunne holds that the first decree was final and 
exhausted the power of the court.

Locomotives Need Not Smoke. 


** We did a great deal of good with the rail- 
ways. Thereisno reuson why locomotives 
should emit smoke. Master mechanics can 
devise a harmless system of steam jets which 
will cause the smoke to be consumed without 
injuring the boiler. Many of the railways did 
as requested, But then it required inspectors 
to watch the engineers, for the latter would 
not keep the apparatus in constant operation. 

tug companies gave us the greatest 
trouble, and although one company paid $600 
in fines it refused to adopt any device. The 
last suggestion was to burn anthracite coal, 
and I beiieve the Dunham company 1s acting 
in good faith, ané would have continued the 
use of hard coal if other companies would 
havé done the same. Hard coal is a simple

“After keeping up the work until the spring 
of 18938 the society met with serious opposi- 
tion.

The society 
estimated that it would take $17,000 a year 
to conduct the work vigorously. .I don’t 
think it would cost half that, after onée having 
the plants fitted up with smoke-aba J A cl fur- 
naces. Now, the city is getting bad again, be- 
cause eternal vigilance is the price of a clear 
atmosphere. But there is no doubt smoke 
can be prevented, It is done every day, and 
furnaces which will prevent 90 per cent of 
the smoke, and a stiil larger percentage if 
properly handled, are in opera‘ion.”’

saucer, for the leaves, as well as the blossoms, 
are very fleshy, and the roots are as soft as 
threads of well-soaked vermicelli,

Lily, erfcus—although dear to insect pests, 
freesia, lily of the valley, sparaxis, milla, etc. 
The beginner, however, will do well to start 
with hyacinths, narcissi, and campernels, with 
a few tulips by way of experiment, and try a 
new variety er two each year. There is little 
choice between dealers except as to prices, 
for almost all the bulbs named are 
imported from Holland and the stock 
does not vary much in quality. If more green is 
desired in’ the window-garden, nothing 
answers better than the common German ivy 
in pots of very rich earth, and so trained that 
the entire plant may be taken down about 
once a week and soaked for half an hour in 
bathtub or washtub, to cleanse the leaves of 
the dust which is the plague of ail houses. 
Pots of bulbs are also gratetul for a weekly 
soak, yet, for reasons already given, they 
must bloom when their time comes, even if 
they be sadly neglected. Until the middle of 
February it is not too late to pot bulbs, yet 
the earlier the potting the longer the season of

- Within the memory ofa man who can still 
boast of back hair the model was unknown in 
the city, and when an artist wanted some one 
to pose for a picture he inserted an advertise- 
ment in a daily paper and then awaited 
the result. Sometimes there was none; some- 
times the unemployed sought him in a body 
and when he advertised fora young.girl he 
was. olfered the services of a collection of 
boys, old men, and women whom it would 
dave been rank flattery to call of an uncer- 
tain age, Then he tried again; perhaps he suc- 
ceeded; perhaps not, At any rate, as he 
waited before his unused canvas and empty 
palette, visions of the long rows of profes- 
sional models waiting before the art schools 
of Paris every Monday morning. rose before 
his vision, and he said things in a low, em- 
phatic voice,

This sometimes leads to unpleasant 
results, as in the case of a splendid’ specimen 
of manhood who, posing for the first time, re- 
tained his position with the rigidity ofa 
statue for an hour and then, on being told to 
rest, promptly tainted, — 

Women being of more sedentary habits 
seldom suffer so acutely even from sitting in 
& cramped position and instances are plenti- 
ful where after a little experience they are 
able to maintain a pose for two or even three 
hours without resting. The professional 
model can greatly assist the artist ‘by aiding 
intelligently in- obtaining. a correct, pose, 
every curve of which must be indicated to the 
amateur, Perhaps, however; the unpunctual 
model does more to s the temper of the 
artist than the awkward one, for time and 
lights wait for no man. Lovely woman, 
gloriously independent of clocks and watch2s, 
errs more flagrantly and frequently in this 
respect than does man, more inured to busi- 
ness habits. 

The scuiptor’s models have the advantage 
over those employed by the painters in the 
matter of more regular, consecutive employ- 
ment, as the time required for the comple- 
tion of a statue is several months. It is not 
infrequent, however, for a sculptor to make 
use of two or more models for the same fig- 
ure, asin the case of a recently completed 
one in which one young girl posed for the 
— and body and another for the hands and 

eet. 

How do people become models? As a rule, 
in this country they are driven to it as a tem- 
porary employment when other avenues of 
work are closed and the wolf already has 
crossed the threshold. Others, however, are 
attracted to it as an easy means 
of earning a_ livelihood: still others 
hear of it through friends who have 
already posed and are induced to sit either 
through curiosity or for the sake of the pin 
money thus obtained. These are the flotsam 
and jetsam of the studios, and many of them 
appear out of place and vanish after the com- 
pletion of a picture, doubtiess satisfied with a 
brief excursion into the realm of art. Ama- 
teur models are not always a success either, 
as self-consciousness interferes with their 
keeping the desired expression, with the re-

Recognizing 
these facts, the best portrait painters now 
encourage their sitters to walk about the 
room, talk, be natural—anything rather than 
sit with the expression of one awaiting a turn 
in the dentist’s chair. 
By far the greater number ot professional 
models in the city are Italians, some of them 
being scions of families which have made 
posing a profession for generations. (thers 
there are of the same nationality who sit inter- 
mittently when not engaged in the savdry 
occupation of street cleaning. These person- 
ages apparently are condemned to an ex- 
clusive diet of garlic and are not pleasant 
neighbors in a close room, it being likewise

Friday mornings the models are engaged 
for ‘weekly service at the Art Institute, anda 
motley crowd is usually in attendance, all of 
the newcomers being provided with tore or 
less unique reasons for seeking the employ- 
ment. In cold weather the number of appli- 
cahts is much greater and the desire to pose 
mueh more eager. A blizzard will fill the hall 
where they are engaged with an anxious 
crowd, representing all nationalities, the un- 
suceessful applicants frequently remaining 
to the olfactory discomfort of all present 
until driven out. In additio@ to this volun- 
teer supply picturesque subjects are some- 
times picked-up on the streets by enthusi- 
astic students and brought to the school in 
triumph, a little uneasy as to what is going to 
be done to them. 

Among the most characteristic models who 
have recently posed in the life classes are 
Dominique, the Indian boy, whodrifted in, 

,and disappeared; a negro girl who 
: poe for the nude; a delightfully picturesque 
Japanese woman who satforthe head and 
dress; and one of the actfesses in a spectacu- 
lar play recently given here, 

Applications to pose are not infrequent 
from the Home for the Incurabies and the 
yarious old ladies’ homes. The latter are 
generally welcome, as good old women sitters 
are difficult to obtain. The same may be 
said of old men, who are generally bearded, 
and so fail to display a sufficient number of 
‘“*these lovely wrinkles’’ in which students 
delight. A list is kept of all the 
regular models, but. they are prone to 
appear and disappear at will, leaving no ad- 
dress behind. One excellent model recently 
posed for a few days, then disappeared. By 
and by it was rumored that she had met with 
an accident. Her friends are probably in ig- 
norance of what she had been doing, for as 
yet no one has appeared to claim the money 
due her. 

For the Saturday afternoon sketch class, 
whieh is under the control of the students 
themselves, the members, in turn, pose for 
fifteen minute sketches, furnishing some ex- 
cellent head and costume studies.. As a rule 
the students prove themselves good sitters, 
though not averse sometimes to escaping their 
turn. 

One in the vicinity of the art school or the 
private studios, a desire to pose seems to in- 
fect the most unlikely people, and often the 
most unattractive personages are the most vo- 
ciferously anxious to have their deticiencies 
committed to canvas, while the desirable 
sitter is coy and requires urging. 

Aniong the good sitters recently obtained 
by accident was the characteristic old Irish- 
woman. She was found begging on the street

by some of the students and with some dif- 
ficulty was induced to pose. She proved 
rather a cantankerous sitter, however, as she 
at first flatly refused to assume a cap, saying 
she had never worn such headgear and never 
would. She finally donned it under protest 
and insisted after the sittings upon critically 
examining each picture made of her, which 
she did by carefully comparing it with her re- 
ection in the glass. Asa relief to her feel- 
ings, still sore from the affront of the cap, 
s declared that none of the studies re- 
sembled her in the least: she was, however, 
somewhat inconsistently anxious lest some of 
them be published and recognized by her 
acquaintances. 
Ore cf the best known and most successfyl 
professional models in the city is an Italian 
named Francisco Roffo, a wood carver. He 
was a model years ago in Rome, where he 
claims té have posed for artists of world-wide 
fame. He is jealous of his ability, and de- 
rides the pretensions of all other models in 
Chicago. Certain it is that he can assume 
and maintain poses which would be impossi- 
ble for a tyro to imitate. He is a familiar fig- 
ure in most of the studios in the city, where 
he has posed for years and entertained the 
artists with his stories and criticisms. His 
married daughter poses occasionally for head 
and costuine studies, and his son-in-law also 
sits sometimes. ‘The delightfully picturesque 
small boy, whose picture appears in 
this article, is also said to be related to this

Another familiar model, who was known by 
the aristocratic sobriquet of ‘*The Count,” 


has but recently shaken the dust of Chicago 
from his sabots.

days as a model in Antwerp, for the glories of 


which city he ardently pined. A rapidly in- 
amily, however, kept the Count an

stranded there. With his eyes fixed on the 
West he made his way to Chicago by the rail- 
road tracks, though not in a coach, being fed 
by the natives along the line. many of whom 
had doubtless never seen an Indian outside of 
the covers of a dime novel. Blackpipe, for 
that was his somewhat unromantic name, ar- 
rived in Chicago simultaneously with the 
great February blizzard and was ex- 
tracted. from a snowdrift by a 
good Samaritan who evidently did 
not believe that a dead Indian is the 
only good representative of his ruace, 
Warimed and fed by his rescuer he was seen 
on the street afew days later by Mr. Mac- 
Neill, and induced to become his model. At 
first he proved docile, but ‘as time went on 
and his financial condition became easier he 
beeame, like all devotees of art, addicted to 
somewhat erratic intervals. Atisuch seasons 
he would peremptorily terminate a sitting at 
the most inconvenient moment by calmly re- 
marking: ‘* Me tired; me no work more to-

About a picture now in process of coimple- 
tion in the studio of one of the most success- 
ful women artistsin Chicago there is a pretty 
story. The young artist in question was re- 
cently riding ina suburban train and was 
struck by the remarkable beayty of a girl 
passenger and filled with the desire to 
commit it to canvas. She mentioned this 
fact to an acquaintance in the car, and it 
finally reached the ears of the subject of it, 
who one day called at the studio. The first 
result was a pleasant acquaintance and 
the second will be a delightful study of a 
‘Girl in Yellow.’ Similar stoties are told 
of more than one picture tamiliar to art 
lovers in Chicago, and many an artist tells 
of @ases where professional models having 
proved inadequate and the artistic possibil- 
ties of his family being exhausted, he has 
sought a type in all public places and never 
rested until he had induced the surprised in- 
dividual to sit for him. 

Unusually ‘fortunate is Frederick Freer, 
whose handsome wife serves as a model for 
his delightful pictures. So adaptable has she 
becomne from long practice that she has posed 
to him for young women, old women, dancing 
girls, cavaliers,and even old men, thus proving 
herself almost as much of a true artist as her 
husband. Mr. Freer was also fortunate in 
his seiection of a model for his |study of an 
old mar with his parrot,a reproduction of 
which adorns this article. The sitter is nota 
professional model, but is an old man-o’- 
warstnan, the janitor of one of the studio 
buildings; he isa quaint and eccentric char- 
acter, witha fund of anecdote warranted to 
make any sitting pass rapidly. 

Lorado Taft, the sculptor. is also fortunate 
in having secured the services of a non-pro- 
fessional model for some of his recent work: 
the model in question being a graceful young 
girl who poses only for himself and his classes 
at the Art Institute. 

In New York it is customary for an artist 
to employ his own regular model, or for two 
or three to give regular employment to one 
or more models; the possession of a particu. 
larly good one beinga prolific source of envy 
among less fortunate rivals. As yet the art 
life of Chicago is not on a firm enough basis 
for,this custom to be followed here, though re- 
cently three zealous young illustrators did at- 
tempt it. They employed among them a 
model who made delightful studies of the so- 
ciety girl always in demand. During the 
heated term of iast summer two of these 
young artists happened to be out of town si- 
rmultaneously; the remaining one’ was forced 
into perilous activity by the thought of the 
modél’s inevitable salary, and would 
lie awake planning new attitudes § in 
which the model coutd be drawn. The re- 
turn of his comrades at last relieved him 
when the strain was almost unbearable; then 
he in turn took.a holiday and went fishing, 

The studies of heads which adorn this arti- 
cle are the work of advanced pupils at the 
Art Institute. and have all received * honora- 
ble mention.”’ It is evident from them that 
artin Chicago is, like the soul! of the la- 
mented Mr, Brown, “marching on”: it is 
therefore likely that with the increased de. 
mand for them good professional models will 
no longer need to be sought forin the high- 
ways and byways, but will become as plenti- 
ful as the most zealous and versatiie artist 
could wish. 
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The Suez Canal,

ART IN DRESS REFORM 


OHIOAGO SOCIETY WHIOH ADVo- 
OATES OLAS8IO ATTIRE. 


Venus di Milo Taken as a Standard for the 
Female Form — Members Seek to Re- 
produce Its Lines and Build Garments 
in Accordance — “ Bloomers” Not in 
Favor=List of Some Prominent Mem- 
bers 6f the Society, Which Is Growing 
Rapidly=Gowns Shown at World’s Fair. 


A society has existed in Chicago for six 
years, the name of whith is ““The Society for 
the Promotion of Physical Culture and Cor- 
rect Dress.”’ Its object is, to quote from its 
constitution, ‘‘Mutual- help in learning the 
highest standards of“ physical development 
and mutual counsel towards realizing those 
standards in practical life.”’ 

When women band themselves together to 
secure improved forms of dress and openly 
admit that their society’s ends are to be en- 
tirely independent of fashion, it would appear 
at first glance that applications for member- 
ship would not be uncomfortably numerous. 
Women have so-leng and so completely been 
under the rule of Dame Fashion that they 
have learned rather to iove their chains. 
But when the women in this society 
got together for a new dresa departure and 
said that while fashion would no longer be 
their mistress good taste should prevail in all 
things and that woman would be made com- 
fortable and beautiful at the same time, they 
found many sisters willing to forsake the old 
servitude for the new freedom. 

This society eschews *‘ Mary Walkerism,”’ 
**Bloomerism,”’ and the like. Its first object 
is health, its second beauty based upon 
natural lines. It has turned to the models of 
the ancient sculptors for its standards of 
womanly beauty. The society’s creed is that 
nature does all things well and that there is 
no more reason for the deforming of the 
female form than forthe dwarfing of the 
daisy in the field. Every member of the 
society is urged to get a photograph of. the 
Venus di Milo and to study it until its beauty 
is recognized and thorocshiy known. Other 
pictures and statuary that are reeommended 
for study are Richter’s **Queen Louis of 
Prussia Coming Down the Stairs,"’ the Venus 
di Medici, a standing figure in *‘ The Fates,’’ 
by Thurman, the Diana of Praxiteles, Ti- 
tian’s nude figure in the picture of *‘* Sacred 
and Profane Love,’ and Thorwaldsen’s 
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EVENING DRESS, BACK AND FRONT, 


‘* Eve.” The ideais that the works of art 
should -be studied carefully until their beauty 
is felt and until the women wha look upon 
them lose regard for female forms that are 
built upon different lines. One is expected to 
exercise, diet, and to use even art devices 
if necessary to make her own form like those 
of the models. 


Society’s Members Are Well Dressed. 


There are many women in Chicago who 
have adopted artistic dress as it is understood 
by the society, and these women are all nota- 
bly well dressed. When Mrs. Martha Strics- 
land went as a delegate from the society to 
the recent convention of the Federated Wom- 
en’s clubs at Philadelphia she was remarked 
upon as being one of the best dreased women 
present, She was attired in accordance with 
the society's ideas of artistic dress, and she 
went upon the stage to demonstrate to the 
hundreds of women present that correct dress 
was not incompatible with beauty of design 
nor gracefulness, and that Chicago wom- 
en were not afraid to put to 
practical use the ideas evolved 
by the society. Mrs. Strickland was 
applauded vigorously and questioned closely, 
and the cause of physical culture and correct 
dress received by this practical illustration an 
impetus greater than it would have received 
from twenty lectures on the subject, 

Six years ago Mrs. Annie Jenness Miller 
gave a lecture at the Woman’s club rooms on 
correct dress, and when she had finished some 
one suggested that a physical culture and cor- 
rect dress movement be started in Chicago as 
a branch of the home department otf the 
Woman’s club. Miss Fanny Whiting, No. 
4823 Lake avenue, presided over the meeting 
and received about 200 names of those who 
favo the measure. Their first regular 
meeting was held June 3, 1888, and Mrs.

The society maintains that the number of 
women who have adopted artistic dress has 
increased substantially and their membership 
is steadily growing. No one ig allowed _ to 
join who is not in perfect sympathy with the 
tenets set forth by the gociety. The expres- 
sion **dress reform ’”’ is tabooed, the idea be- 
ing that this means a comfortable dress sub- 
servient to fashion, which is bound to pro- 
duce something ugly. The society contends 
that study of forms and drapery of Greek 
models refines and chastens the taste and that 
V shapes and angles produced by fashion be- 
come obnoxious to the sight. Beautiful dress 
cannot be in any sense uniform, like the uni- 
formity of fashion. 


Artistic Dress Hides Natural Defects. 


Artistic dress tends toward making woman 
look her best; it will hide her defects when 
they are incurable; it will heighten her 
good points. Stout! women can see 
what conventional dress! will accomplish for 
them, and also one form of artistic better- 
ment by an accompanying cut.

‘Cloth gowns are 
easily cleaned and others are easily washed, 
Were this mode of dress universally adopted 
women, like their Japanese sisters, need 
never think of fashion—indeed the word 
would become obsolete. | The members of 
the society find few dressmakers sufficiently 
in sympathy with the new) principles to give 
much aid, consequently each person must be 
her own designer. Ove of the favorite meth- 
ods of making a gown is to have the upper 
part similar to a child’s gimpand to suspend 
the drapery or gown proper from the shoulders 
by straps. The gimp in this cage is usually 
made of silk, but the gown may be varied by 
having gimps of different colors and 
fabrics. ‘There is great variety to be obtained 
despite the fact that appearances are against 
it at first glance.

The Cincinnati Festival. 

The eleventh of the series of annual musical 
festivals has just come to a close in Cincinnati. 
It certainly has been a great financial success, 
whatever it may have accomplished in a musical 
way, which goes to show that the people of Cin- 
cinnati are proud of their festivals.and are de- 
termined to support them. They have good 
reason for this. The Cincinnati festivals have 


~done a great work for music in the West under 


the leadership of Theodore Thomas, who has 
been their conductor from the start. They have 
given to Cincinnati a magnificent music hall and 
a college of music. Theg have led to the estab- 
ment of sopieties in many other. Western cities, 
and the organization of festivals with their ac- 
companying choruses and orchestras. They have 
done a great work in the education of the people 
by giving them the opportunity of hearing great 
musical works.’ From all these points of view 
Cincianati is to be congratulated upon the suc- 
cess of the recent festival, and itis to be hoped 
the series will remain unbroken for many years 
to come. | 

In all this success there is special cause for 
congratulation in Chicago. There have been 
some questionings as to the success of the choral 
force when compared with the work of the 
choruses in years past. If it has fallen from its 
high estate this is the fault of the local singers 
and of the local drill-master. who was responsi- 
ble for delivering the chorus to Mr. Thomas in 
well trained and disciplined shape. But what- 
ever doubts may have éxisted as to the chorus 
there have been none as to the work of the splen- 
did Chicago Orchestra, which was the backbone 
of the festival. It has won golden opinions not 


~ only from the Cincinnatians but from the East- 


ern critics, who would not have been displeased 
had they been able to find fault with it. They 
have joined in most generous praise of the band 
and its leader, and this 1s something of which 
Chicago may be proud. The orchestra has car- 
ried off the honors of the festival. If the choral 
efficiency of Cincinnati has deteriorated there is 
no doubt that its musical criticism has done the 
same. The following sample is taken from the 
columns of the Commercial-Gazette: 

A myriad mystic lutes, breathing low and lus- 

‘cious sounds, have made Cincinnati's atmosphere 
their local habitation to lend their unctuous aid 
to the carnival of song. Mingling with the lutes 
are voices, sweeter than the thrush or the night- 
ingale, distilling celestial me'ody, which floats 
upon the air like star-dustin the ther. When 
battles are fought :the elements are drawn, 
though tardily. into answering unison, and rip 
the deathly silence with their energies. So it 
would seem that the kindlier powers unseen are 
wooed by earthly manifestations into harmonic 
accord, and the May festival is the intercessor. 

And why should not the feser of the West par- 
ticipate in the music of the spheres, when she 
herself stands on the overtopping pinnacle of 
this mundane atom of the universe, from which 
she sends her musical messengers athwart the 
land? Her people feel the dint of music, and 
when such a tabtioe of the art is on they feel a 
mounting pride as well, despite the humanity of 
their motives in giving art in its simplicity an 
impetus. So the city is stirred from minaret to 
moat, andg the heritage of divinity they know is 
nee even though its enjoyment is but transi- 

ry. 

Remember‘ng the high character of the criti- 
cisms contained in the Commerciai-Gazette in 
years gone by it is almost impossible to conceive 
why a paper so dignified ahd clear spoken on all 
other topics should have printed such bosh as 
‘the above, which only goes to expose the festival 
to ridicule and injures the cause of music in Cin- 
cinnati. In view of such silly stuff as this would 
it not be well for the trustees of the College of 
Music to organize a department of musical criti- 
cism with the purpose of supplying the Cincin- 
nati papers with competent judges of the art? 
Such stuff as that contained in the above extract 
exposes the Cincinnati Festival to undeserved 
ridicule, and is likely to injure it.

STATUS OF MOVEMENT ABROAD, 


Mrs. Charles Henrotin, by whose unani- 
mous election to the Presidency of the Fed- 
erated Women’s clubs in Philadelphia re. 
cently the women of Chicago and of the West 
were so signally honored, has: just returned to 
her home at No. 376 Ontario street, where a 
reporter for THe TRrsune received from her 


a graphic description’ of the Philadeiphia 


ineetings and an interesting outline of the 
purposes and policy of the organization. 

The reception which Philadelphia’ gave the 
representative women of the country waa 
characteristic: It might have lacked the en- 
thusiasm of the West, but there wasin it an 
abundance of the cordial and ‘hospitable wel- 
come of the Quaker, which makes upin sin- 
cerity for whatit lacks in demonstration. 
The fine old mansions of Philadelphia’s best 
people were thrown open ina succession of 
evening receptions, where the club women of 
the West met in delightful converse with the 
club women of the East, and were made to 
feel that they were laboring in a common 
cause, for the elevation of their sex and the 


’ jmprovement of humanity. 


The meetings of the federation, some of 
purely for business, were 
held in the magnificent hall of the new Cent- 
ury club, and others for :public addresses in 
the Chestnut Street Opera-House and the 
Academy .of Music, were made brilliant by 
the attendance of the most famous women of 
the country. The business proceedings were 
conducted with all the dignity and conformity 
to parliamentary usage of the United States 
Senate itself, and the platform addresses of 
the afternoons and evenings would compare 
favorably with any public speaking in the 
world. Above. all, therp was absolute har- 
mony and good-will, so that the delegates left 


° the City of Brotherly Love with increased 


sisterly affection, and with the profound per- 
suasion that the federation was destined to 
take a high place among the retining and 
harmonizing agencies of the age. 

Mrs. Henrotin deprecated the impression, 
if it existed, that the federation had for its 
object the agitation of woman’s rights, the 
hastening of woman suffrage, the elucidation 
of dress reform, the pushing of the temper- 
ance reform, or any other specialty. She 
said it was a singularly conservative body, 
and would have been hopelessly divided in an 
instant if any of their number had so greatly 


miscénceived its spirit and aims. The objects: 


of the local clubs were educational, ethical, and 
social, and the federation did not travel outside 
that triangle of virtues. Indeed, the only 
objects of the national, or, as it was in fact, 
the international federation, was to promote 
the work of the local clubs and to encourage 
the formation of city and State aggregations. 
Under these circumstances Mrs. Henrotin’s 
policy was easily defined, for it was only the 
execution to the best of her abilities of this re- 
stricted and conservative program. But Mrs. 
Henrotin’s position is best toid in her own 
language’: 
-* The General Federation of Women’s clubs 
is composed of 8375 clubs, representing, I 
think, now all the States and ‘Territories in 
the Union. The meeting at Philadelphia was 
the second national meeting held by the fed- 
eration. The organization was effected four 
years ago, | think, in a meeting heidin New 
York. Thé second imneeting was held in Chi- 
cago in 1892, when the federation was the 
guest of the Chicago Women’s club. The 
one held in Philadelphia last week was, how- 
ever, the second biennial meeting. 

‘*The attendance at Philadelphia was about 
the same in the general audience as at Chi- 
‘cago, but there were a great many more 
delegates; I should think twice as many. 
This last meeting was very large ‘and more 
erithusiastic and more important in its re- 
sults than the other. There were represented 
about 65,000 women, the members of the 
local clubs. The delegates were really the 
great women of the country, those who wield 
the most influence: They are bandea to- 
‘gether, not for any one cause or any one pur- 
, but along the lines of general culture, 
illustratirig the philosophy which I think the 
congresses held in this city last year were the 
most astonishing exarfip!e of in this century 
of voluntary codperation for a moral and 
educational cause. That is the underlying 
philosophy of the federation. 

“Philadelphia is a quiet city in its tone 


- compared with Chicago, and does not go into 


anything with quite the same enthusiasm, but 
our reception was very cordial. The business 
meetings were held in the New Century club’s 
beautiful club house. The afternoon meet- 
ings were held at the Chestnut Street Opera- 


« House, which seats about 1,500 people, and 


was always filled. The delegates were ad- 
mitted free, and the general public had to 
pay an entrance fee of 25 cents. The even- 
ing meetings were heid at the Academy of 
Music, seating 3,000 people, and there was a 
very large attendance. There were a great 
many private receptions and entertainments 
given, but I did not attend any except the re- 
) wens givea the first everimg by the New 
entury club. 4 
‘* Our presiding officer was Mrs. Charlotte 
Emerson Brown of East Orange, N. J., who was 
the President of the Federation. She is a tail 
and a very handsome woman, and has the won- 
derful gift of being perfectly at home under 
all circumstances. She is a splendid presid- 
officer, has great patience, is never flurried, 
is well up in parlimentary law, and, above 
ail, is kindly and just. 
** One of the most remarkable women there 
was Mary E. Munford, the President of the 
‘New Century club, and one of the women 
Who wield the most influence in Philadelphia. 
She isa member of the School Board and a 
Jeader in most of the municipal movements.

They were ten minute or five minute 
speeches, iinpromptu, and all good. It was 
equal to any deliberative assem bly I ever at- 
tended, and much more earnest because the 
women didn’t meet every day totalk time 
away. The members left Philadelphia feel- 
ing av if they had begun a great social move- 


see where the weakness is and what the reme- 
dies to be applied are.

** Now, suppose that'the federated clubs of 
a city should take up the school question and 
concentrate their power on that. You must 
remember always that the women who are 
members of these clubs represent the best 
women in the community. ow much could 
be accomplished for the public school system? 
They could accomplish much by visiting the 
schools in the first place. There is nothing so 
much needed as the influence of the outside 
on the inside of the schools. Notone parent 
in 1,000 ever visits the school-toom where 
their children attend school and receive their 
entire education. The school-rooms are bare, 


unsightly, and badly ventilated, except those |

**As to the objects of the Federation of 
Clubs, I would say that it largely had its rise 
in a feeling which the world has hardly yet 
recognized, and that is the tremendous moral 
benetits to be derived front voluntary codp- 
eration, codperation of all moral forces, They 
see that more and more the province of gov- 
ernment is really being restricted, the power 
of creed is being lessened, and the world 
needs a new force. a new inspiration; and it 
is finding it in these great voluntary associa- 
tions, which represent a higher order than the 
associations held for any political or indus- 
trial motive. The world is finding these bene- 
fits in these voluntary associations for educa- 
tion and for ethical and social advancement. 

** Each club carries on,-of course, its own 
work in whatever way seems good for it to 
do. The constitution of the federations is 
really of the slightest description. The local 
clubs simply have to be in sympathy with the 
work of women. ‘The aim of each club must 
be literary, educational, and philanthropic; 
and it must not be devoted to any one special 
cause, such as temperance or suffrage.. The 
federation has no work except to hold these 
clubs together and create a perfect correla- 
tion. 

‘It is contemplated that it shall act as a 

_federation in distinction from other organiza- 

tions. In forming the movement, especially 
with such timid elements as we have to deal 
with, we must not gotoo fast. We cannot 
commit the movement to any one cause. For 
instance, we would not join the National 
Council because we felt that it was committed 
to woman suffrage. 

“] think the first object of the federation 
should be the formation of State organiza- 
tions. Illinois, thus far, is the banner State 
in the number of clubs, having sixty-four 
women’s clubs. These could easily be made 
into a State organization, wielding a tre- 
mendous influence in any cause they might 
espouse. We might take for instance that of 
municipal government. There should beas 
many o1 these organizations as there are States. 

‘*] think the next most important work of 
the federation will the formation of city feder- 
ations. For instance,in Chicago, there are 
twenty-five federated clubs, and the possi bili- 
ties of city federation of clubs elsewnere are 
boundless. As yet there are no city federa- 
tions, but we could establish them ‘in 
every city in the Union. Perhaps 
@hicago now exemplifies this idea bet- 
ter than has ever been done _ before, 
The advantages of the feaeration of clubs in 
the emergency work of Chicago have been 
very apparent. The clubs opened work-rooms 
for women, each club under the direction of 
the Chicago Women’s club, which is the 
largest. ‘Together they called the Emergency 
Association into being and, in my opinion, 
absolutely kept this city from anarchy last 
winter. They gave no charity, but wages for 
work done and made a wonderful record. 
They gave these women 50 cents a day for 
work done from 9 in the morning until 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. They had work- 
rooms in part of (the city, so 
that the women were (not obliged 
to spend their wages in car fare, 
and gave them a warm, substantial lunch at 
12 o'clock. They had an emergency fund, 
which they applied in case of chattel mort- 
gage and evictions. Every family represented 
by women working in their work-rooms was 
visited and the circumstances ascertained,

‘The children were sent to school and clothed 


by the Children’s Aid Society, The hold 
which they established in this way over these 
women had a remarkable moral effect. They 
have on record in the rooms of the Chicago 
Women’s club the name and residence of 
every woman who a in their pee for 

ture reference and use as circumstances 
might require. Many of the clubs having the 
work-reoms in charge arranged for addresses 
and lectures to the women in the afternoons. 

‘*In the matter of city federations the mu- 
nicipal government is a point which the 
women. with great advantage, could inquire 
into. They could try to rectify some of its 
evils. This cannot be done in a day. You 
have to get it out of your mind that any- 
body is to blame for it, and follow out the 
great laws of progress and evolution; and 


when you are ip that free of mind you can

that are new; and it is impossible, no matter 
with what good will the school board 
of a large city endeavors to perform 
its duty, for it to exercise that con- 
stant vigilance which is required to keep the 
schools in good order, and to keep the teach- 
ings within the advanced lines of thought. 
Then the federated clubs can advocate the 
placing of women on the School Board. This 
has worked well wherever it has been tried— 
so well, in fact, that the cities that have placed 
them on the board have never dropped them. 

‘*Fucther, there are ten women in the 
schools employed as teachers to one man con- 
nected with the public school system, The 
constant cry of the people interested in the ad- 
vancement of education and in the school sys. 
tem is to put business-men on the’ board, 
while the truth is that a committee of three 
busigess-men and two business-women could 
transact to far greater advantage the busi- 
ness and financial part of the School Board 
work, and in that case somebody could be 
held responsible. There is another point 
taken up by the clubs which I think 1s ex- 
tremely interesting in regard to education. J 
met while lwas East a gentleman, sent b 
one ot the great universities, whose aan 
cannot give. He had lived for five days with 
Coxey’s army. He was with them five days 
while they were outside Washington. He was 
a student of social economics, and was sent 
by one of the largest and most advanced 
universities of the country to study those 
men. Hegave me the result of those five 
days’ study. He mentioned, as the first result, 
the youth of most of the men belonging to the 
Coxey army. They were extremely young, 
many of them, in fact most of them, being 
boys. » The fact is that it was a purely Ameri- 
can movement. There were almost no 
foreigners in their ranks. Their great trouble 
and terrible depression came from the fact 
that they had no trade; and while they could 
aliread and write, and seemed even more 
than ordinarily inteliigent, the fact that they 
were not skilled in some trade debarred them 
entering the unions so largely cun- 
trolled by skilled foreign labor. And there 
they were, outside of any hope. of 
advancement. What speaks louder than that 
for a certain atnount of manual training in 
connection with the public school system? 
That was not, you must understand, the expe. 
rience of any one man alone. Many uni- 
vergities sent visitors to these Coxey 
armies throughout the country, and they all 
concur in the impression that they had re. 
ceived. I think that if the women’s clubs 
throughout the country could get interest suf- 
ficently aroused to get the board to visit the 
schools systematicaily and carefully watch 
the methods of education it would not be 
two years before manual training in distinc. 
tion from a technical education would be in- 
troduced in all the public schools, not only in 
this city but in all other places where the fed- 
eration of clubs could be used to accomplish 
the needed improvements. 

‘* Another point should not be overlooked. 
Especially in the West, the untidiness of 
towns is a constant source of Ciscouragement 
and annoyance to their citizens, If the elubs 
would turn their attention to improving the 
conditions ana the beauty of the cities this 
country could be made outwaraly as attract- 
iveas any of those abroad, and it would take 
but a very short time. 

“You ask me whether it is possible that the 
federation will ever do anything for the ele. 
vation and liberation of woman. y, woman 
is already liberated. She can do and accom- 
plish entirely what she chooses to do and all 
that she is fitted for. I know of no 
laws that are actually enforced that work 
any hardship to women. In the Northern 
States I do not think that there 
exists more than one or two laws that can be 
complained of by women on the statute 
books, and these are virtually non-existent. _ I 
will mention as one of these the placing of 
the guardianship of the chila in the father,, 
which is founded on the old common law. 
But the courts are so merciful in regard to 
this law that it is seldom enforced. You will 
never find a Judge who will takea chlid from 
a mother who is competent to take care of it, 
or even half-way competent. I repeat that

| woman is liberated and now she is using her 


liberty. She needs nothing morein the way 
of legislation. Of course there area few ob- 
jectionable laws on the books. They should) 


be cemoved, byt I thipk woman would bave 


almost nothing more. And the policy of the 
wise woman is not to ask for legislation for 
women. 

‘Is there anything that can be done without 
resorting to legislation to improve the indus- 
trial condition of woman? I think not. The 
modern woman has arrived. She is here, and 
she is here to stay. She will have to .follow 
just the same path of evolution that man has 
followed, She now has the advantages that 
man has, but she is not yet specialized to the 
high degree that man is, though that is com- 
ing, too. She has not yet learned to sacrifice 
what man has and consequently she is at sea 
in the labor market. Thatis a matter that 
will come out all right in a few years. She 
can now enter all the technical schools the 
same as man. She can have inthe univer- 
sities all the advantages that are afforded to 
man. There are thousands of girls in our 
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universities who arestudying the higher math 
ematics and almost all the advanced lines of 
art and education, and there 1s no reason why 
these women shall not be just as efficient as 
the men. The great mass of women have had 
to take what they could get and consequently 
they are not trained. 

‘* | think the time is coming in this country 
in which the women will be -needed. Men 
have specialized and they are magnificent in 
production, but where they are failing is in 
distribution, and especially in the kind of dis- 
tritution necessary. The body financial and 
economic needsa conservative, kindly force, 
and you must get it from the women. You 
have specialized uutil you have specialized 
the soul out of existence, and now you must 
get the soul, 

‘**Women can only meet the new exigencies 
of life in the larger cities; hence the benefits 
of the federation of the clubs. It takes the 
women of the smaller communities out of 
their old lives and brings them into sympathy 
with the life and great movements of the 
time. Thus education comes by this great 
force. The sense of its power gives the needed 
courage to many women to undertake the 
new duties which are coming into their lives. 
Isolated and alone in little communities it is 
an untold blessing to them to meet in this 
great federation once in two years, compar- 
ing notes, hearing what others have accom- 
plished. 

‘** These remarks must serve to indicate my 
policy. If you ask me what! think of my 
election and to what I attribute it [ must re- 
ply, of course, that itis very pleasant. But I 
think my election was entirely due to the 
feeling of the world at large and especially 
the women, that they owed a great deal to 
Chicago and Chicago women. The new posi- 
tion which women will take was well illustrat- 
ed here last year and gave added vigor by 
the work of women at the Worid’s Columbian 
Exposition and on the Board of Lady Man- 
agers at the World’s Fair. I think itis in the 
greater part a recagnition of the services of 
the Chicago women at the Exposition. But I 
do not wish to talk of my election. I will 
ouly say it was unanimous, and it wasa pleas- 
ant experience. 

‘** I cannot tell where the next meeting will 
be held. It will not be decided fora year as 
yet. The board of the federation decides on 
that. The federation ig international and 
some foreign clubs are joining us. 
We have two clubs in India. The for- 
eign clubs were not represented at Philadel- 
phia except by letters. We intend to make 
the club more powerful in Europe, and just 
a8 s00N as some one can go there and work 
up the federation feeling it will become pop- 
ular there as weil as in the United States.’

WAS ITS BEST FENCER 


LAST WAR STORY WRITTEN BY Jo- 
SEPH KIRKLAND BEFORE DEATR, 


He Effects the Issuance of an Order to 
His Regiment for the Protection of 
Farm Rails from the Camp-Fire=—Cold 
Shoulder Given Him by His Comrades 
Whe Have to Chop Wood After March- 
ing All Day=—Practical Colonel Opens 
His Eyes. 


(The following story will have for most readers 
a pathetic interest, aside from the entertainment 
afforded by its amusing incidents, from the fact 
that it was the last written by Maj. Joseph Kirk- 
land before his death. To those who have fol- 
lowed ‘* Zury”’ through his various adventures 
and who are familiar with Maj. Kirkland’s hap- 
py style this tale of the “ Regiment's Best 
Fencer,” with its fund of personal reminiscence, 
will come as a last kindly greeting from a story- 
teller who is no more. } 


Fit timber for a staff must have been pretty 
scarce when I was picked out as an. aide-de. 
camp. I knew the manual of arms and the 
alphabet of marching and facing, for my 
company and I had learned them together, out 
of Hardee’s Tactics, I keeping one lesson 
ahead of the privates by studying the book at 
night in my tent by the light of a candle held 
in the socket of a bayonet stuck in the ground. 
But, after all, I ought rather to have signed 
myself a-b-c than A. D. C., and also to have sus- 
pected that I was chosen because all my 
brother Lieutenants would make better sol- 
diers than clerks. 

A railroad had carried us within the bor- 
ders of a slave State which had not yet passed 
@ secession ordinance, and our first march—a 
short one—had penetrated into a heavily 
wooded country dotted with ecattered farms, 
where the young crops shone in the beauty of 
peace and plenty. Nature does not read the 
papers, does not calculate on battles, and 
goes on with her kindly processes of sprout- 
ing and ripening just as if her human children 
never went crazy. A lovely valley farm was 
our halting place, and suddenly, without a 
blow struck or a shot fired, the cruelty of war 
burst upon me. A battery of horse artillery, 
six pieces, six caissons, a forge, and a battery- 
wagon,each drawn by four or six horses, turned 
out of the road, through a gap in the tence 
and wheeled in great circles all over a field 
of growing wheat. In less time than it takes 
to tell it that crop was utterly destroyed. 
And we had in our force three batteries, a 
long wagon-train, an ambulance frain, be- 
sides nine regiments of infantry and a drove 
of ** beef on the hoof.’”’ The farm was turned 
into a desert between sunset and dark. 

My General, a West Pointer, while waiting 
for his tent to be pitched, went into the farm- 
house and began questioning the farmer about 
the enemy’s movements, I: making notes, 
The man answered readily and, after supper, 
when I had read over my notes to my chief 
and been complimented on their complete- 
ness, I ventured to call his attention to the 
ruin we had bruught upon this friendly Union 
mao. 

” Fortune of war, Lieutenant—fortune of 
war. 

‘“* I wish it had fallen on a rebel.” 

‘* That'll come later.”’ 

* Won’t our government pay this man?’ 

“Maybe. You may give him a certificate 
and I'll approve it. Then he can make his 
claim and prove his loyalty—if he can—and 
take his chance with the rest.” 

One of the happiest half-hours of my life 
was that wherein I sought out the disconso- 
late farmer in the midst of his dismayed fam- 
ily and took down from his lips a schedule of 
his losses}; so many acres of wheat, so many 
of young corn, ete.; and so many rods of rail 
fence—for the camp-fires had used up his rails 
almost us completely as the wheels and hoofs 
had ruined his crops. The General appro 
the schedule, only scratching out the fencing, 
Said he: 

‘* We can’t begin paying for camp-fires.” 

Now, having been brought up partly on a 
farm and split a few thousand rails myself. I 
knew what fencing meanttoafarmer. So I 
tried an experiment. I drew up a paragraph 
for “* general orders ”’ reading: 

On coming into camp, where a forest is within 
easy reach, regimental commanders will detail 
ax-men to provide fuel for camp-fires; and will 
not allow fencing to be taken for that purpose.) 

The General directed me to repeat it and 
send it out to brigade headquarters for issue 
next morning. ‘ull of glee at havi 
effected this bitof humanity and justice, 
rode on down tovisitmy own regiment and 
boast of it. My Colonel listened, grimly, but 
said nothing untill asked him point-blank 
what he thought of it. Said he: 

** Well, Lieutenant, if those are the orders, 
they will be obeyed in my regiment.” 

Next day’s march wasa hard one; an al- 
most interminable uphill, tollowed by a 
shorter downhill. Crossing the *‘ divide’ we 
were many hours without water, and when we 
did strike a little creek 1 saw men throw 
themselve down and drink greedy draughts 
from puddles muddied by the feet of men and 
hoofs of beasts that had gone before. The 
wind was with us; inclement sunshine beat 
down and suffocating dust beat up until, 
what with clinging dirt and streaming sweat, 
the faces of the marching men looked like 
those of so many African cannibals tattooed 
in stripes and wrinkles. 

I rode with the rearmost file of my own reg- 
iment; and as exhausted men fell back I took 
‘heir muskets and hung them by their slings 
across my horse until he looked iron-clad; 
and when the owners grew refreshed they re- 
claimed their pieces one by one. After all. 
when night fell and camp was pitched. a good 
many stragglers were miles ic the rear. After 
halting a while at general headquarters I rode

Alone in His Steel Cage in the Jungle He 
Receives Visits from the Curious Ani- 
mals That Inhabit the Wilds of Africa 
Addresses Them in Their Own Lan- 
guage and Is Successful in Eliciting 
Responses=Elements of the Chimpanzee 
Tongue—-=ow Words Suffice Them, 


_ By way of preface let me say that my exper. 
iments in the African jungle have demon. 
strated that the chimpanzee has undoubtedly 
the highest order of intellect of any of the 
monkey tribe, writes Prof. R. L. Garner in 
the New York World. Although physically 
much inferior to the gorilla, he is more in. 
teiligent, and the languagd of the chimpanzee 
ig as truly speech as the language of man. 

I have learned to talk with chim panzees, to 
understand them, and to be understood by 
them in a limited way upon a few subjects, [| 
bave made less progress in conversing with 
gorillas, forthe reason that it is extremely 
Fificult to get at these powerful brutes, Dur. 
ing the 112 days of my solitary existence in 
the African bush only twenty-two gorillas

As she approached I could 
see its eyes watching me without betraying 
the slightest sign of emotion, fear, or interest, 
and I was surprised that it gave no alarm to 
the mother. suppose its age was less than 
one year. During this little visit not a sylla- 
ble was uttered by either the mother or the 
little one, and I gained nothing except an in- 
teresting observation of the extraordinary 
stealth of the creature’s movements, This 
was interesting in its strong contrast to the 
popular belief that the goriila always strides 
fiercely through the jungle, fearless and 
ready to attack all who cross its path, 

One of the most interesting experiments 
that I had during my whoie stay was an at- 
tempt to make friends with a chimpanzee, 
While sitting alone in my cage one day I dis-

To be 
understood clearly py the apes I have found 
it necessary to reproduce‘with great exactness 
the tone of voice and inflection they use. To 
successfully imitate certain words I have con- 
structed instruments to produce modulations 
of sound which I could not do with my voice.

guage I have, tor the sameé reason, been*com- 
pelled to adopt a number of new letters to 
represent sounds which cannot be ex- 
pressed -by the letters of any alphabet now 
in use. : 

The gorilla is shy, savage, and unsociable, 
He loves a life of seclusion, and even in cap- 
tivity refuses to become either friendly or 
fubmissive. The chimpanzee, on the other 

d, has many social traits, readily becomes 
attached to a man, and lives about the town 
without being in any way confined. and 
is on friendly terms with all its inhab- 
itants. 

In fact in many instances he acts more like 
‘a citizen of the town than he does like a pet 
animal. Hesits about on the seats, has ac- 
cess to the houses, and partakes of the food 
of the people of the village. This.is especial- 
ly true at the trading stations, where white 
men have them in captivity... All of these 
things indicate a degree of intelligence which 
is pot approached by the gorilla, and while 
theSpinion of a native is not to be regarded 
as final the consensus of opinion throughout 
a wide range of country occupied’ by these 
apes may be trusted as a fair statement of 
the facts. 

During my sojourn in the African bush I 
had both a young gorilla and a chimpanzee 
at the same time. 
eame age, but it was my opinion, without 
bias or partiality, that the chimpanzee, Moses. 
was much more intelligent than Othello, my 
gorilla, although the latter was regarded by 
all who saw him as. one of the _ very 
handsomest specimens of ‘his race, while the 
former was only a fair average of his. 

One thing with which I was particularly 
struck in the case of my gorilla was his silent, 
etubborn character. He rarely ever uttered a 
sound, but chief among the few that he did 
use was one which appeared to be a com- 
plaint. He was not playful or sociable, and, 
so faras I observed, had not the slightest 
sense of gratitude. He would sit for hours in 

silence, and did not seem disposed to indicate 
his want of food, water, or anything else, and 
I sometimes believed that he would starve 
rathér than ask for food. 

Moses, the chimpanzee, on the other hand, 
would come every hour in the day to ask for 
something. He would not consent on any 
condition to be left alone, and for hours he 
would hang on the sides of my cage while I 
was writing, and from time to time would ask 
for food or drink. : 

Of the wild gorillas which visited me during 
my residence in the African forest some came 
within a few yards of me, but the nearest 
came within a measured distance of a _ frac- 
tion less than eleven feet. This particular 
— was a female—the largest female goril- 

that I have ever seen, either in museums or

covered at a distance of a few yards a fine 
young chimpanzee apparently 4 or 5 years of 
age. 

I had an excellent-vjew of this animal as he 
stood half erect, with ‘his right hand resting 
on the ground, the other lifted some inches, 
just as he had dropped the plant that he had 
plucked. He was standing at the farther side 
of a small opening cut in the bush, and ina 
clear light. Moses, my pet chimpanzee, had 
wandered a little way from the cage and! was 
not within view. I was sitting by my table 
smokinga pipe. I had just been writing, but 
when I discovered the presence of the animal 
I became motionless. When he disc 
meh gan to scrutinize me closely, ‘ He dj 
not move a muscle, so far as I could see, ox- 
cept his eyes. The expression of his face was 
human-like and inquisitive. His complexion 
was light mulatto. I submitted:to his exam- 
ination for some twenty or thirty seconds be- 
fore I attempted to address him. 

Then I uttered the sound which I believed 
to mean food. It produced no visible effect. 
He retained his attitude without the slightest 
change, and I could not detect any alteration 
in the expression of his face. It did not ap- 
pear to increase his surprise or ‘produce 
alarm. A few seconds elapsed and I repeated 
the sound, this time a little louder. e re- 

mained unmoved. But at this instant Moses, 
from: his covert in the bush, responded. 

A few seconds elapsed and theh I gave the 
sound for the third time. To this my strange 
visitor responded. I heard him utter the 
sound and plainly saw him move his lips. He 
hesitated as if-in doubt whether he should 
come nearer the cage or retreat. But he was 


.not long in making up his mind, for he 


turned away and slowly disappeared in the 
bush, almost at right angles from the course 
by which he had approached. The cage was 
between him and Moses. The latter did not 
respond to the third call. The chimpanzee dis- 
appeared in the bush after having been on the 
scene perhaps a minute altogether. 

This experiment was thoroughly gratifying 
to me in several ways. In the first place I 
succeeded in getting his attention for a short 
time. Inthe second place I believe that he 
understood the meaning of the sound I gave 
him. In the third place his conduct was not 
such as might have been expected in a wild 
and vicious animal. He did not display the 
fright that my presence would have given to 
other animals. Finally, his whole demeanor 
protrayed a type of intelligence which was far 
above that of wild animals in general. 

A remarkable and interesting fact I ob- 
served at Gaboon. Mr. Adolph Strohm owned 
a very fine parrot that could speak a number 
of words in French, English, and Spanish and 
in the native language. His power of imita- 
tion was quite remarkable, At the same time 
the gentlernan had two small mustache mon- 
keys. These little fellows were cheery and 
piayful and occupied a cage on oneend ofa 
long veranda. Near the other @nd the parrot 
hada perch. He had learned to imitate two 
or three sounds of the little monkeys so per- 
fectly that they would frequently reply to 
him. ‘The owner had not observed this until 
I called his attention toit. During my stay

One of the most prompt responses that I 
ever had from a strange chimpanzee was on 
my arrival on the south side of Lake Izanga. 
At this place was a young Swece named Piel, 
who was incharge of a small factory. He 
had a young female chimpanzee something 
less than 2 years old. I think this animal had 
been in captivity about one week. He kept 
her tied to a post in the yard, and his purpose 
was to send her to the coast for exportation to

mate not heard of this chimpanzee, but 
when I arrived on the beach I discovered her 
ata distance of some twenty yards and de- 
cided to speak withher. I used the word 
which I had learned at Gaboon as the call. 
This occurred late in the afternoon and the 
chimpanzee at: the tine was sitting on the 
ground with its arms folded, quite silent and 
*t The moment I uttered the call the animal 
responded. Instead ot using the call-sound, 
however, she answe with that meaning 
food. She uttered this sound quite clearly 
and distinctly. After the lapse of two or 
three seconds she repeated it, and at like in- 
tervals some five or six times. Upon making 
the first answer the animal rose up and looked 
at me. While making the sounds she ap- 
oached towards me the length of the line to 
which she was attached.

I afterwards found this sound to be an) 


ftpression of satisfactaon. It is almost 
equivalent to the English word “good” 
in its meaning. Butthe sound is peculiar 
and one remarkable fact about it is that I find 
in the native language exactly the same con- 
sonant sound uttered in the same manner, 
bringing into use the same vocal organs, with 
a difference in meaning only. 

With the chimpanzee.'as I have stated, it 
means ** good,” or something like that, while 
in the native language it means “ mother” 
and is used by ail the Ogowe stock in several 
different ways. Some of the natives have ob- 
served thig word being used by the chimpan- 
zee, and the fact of itsclose resemblance to 
that in their own speech. Two or three times 
they have told me that the chimpanzee used 


the word in the same sense as the natives, and | 


that this was the chimpanzee way of calling 
his mother. 

These are onlya few of scores of experi- 
ments, andoniya few out of a number of 
words that 1 have identified with comparative 
certainty. I believe that under favorable cir- 
cumstances I can understand the chimpanzee 
or make him understand me quite distinctly. 

The “An guage of the chimpanzees meets 
their requirements and expresses all that they 
need to express in their conditions of life. 
do not believe that the speech of any species 
of ape or monkey is capable of much detail, 
but there is a differencein the capacity of 
different types. While there is a deluge of 
talk about animals being capable of express- 
ing emotion or desire and nothing more, yet 
these practically embrace the whole scope of 
human speech, and the respect in which types 
of speech differ is in the capacity to express 
detail. I am convinced that the language of 
apes does this more fully than that of other 
animals, It not only suggests the desire, but 
ina measure qualifies it. The, call of the 
chimpanzee not oniy suggests to one that 
hears it the fact that a chimpanzee has made 
the sound, but it also conveys the idea of 

*Come bere,” “‘ Go away,”’ or ** Beware.” 

The sound for food is not merely a remote 
hint of something desired, but it specifies the 
thing desired, if not, indeed, the kind of 
thing desired. That is, I believe they have 
some sounds which may even mean “ fruit,” 
** flesh,”’ etc. 

The range of sounds made by domestic 
animals is very small as compared with 
those made by apes and monkeys. There is 
little doubt in my mind that ther have as 
many as thirty or forty words, and these may 
be varied to a very great extent, it is difficult 
as yet to say how far. It is possible that 
many oftheir sounds I have never heard as 
yet, but I have aiready distinguished more 
sounds among them than I know of at the 
command of any other animal nothwith- 
standing my acquaintance with them is more 
limited. I had deduced these opinions from 
my studies before going to Africa, and my 
visit there confirmed many of my former 
ideas in this respect.

And tobe strictly fin 
Ail 
the new and popular books, for instance, are 
** purpose ”’ pieces of fiction, And so the per- 
sistent gum-chewer, much as he dislikes to 
see others complacently smack their lips 
over the bit of gum and sugar, hides behind 
the laudable purpose, so called—a subterfuge, 
in other words—of improving an imperfect 
digestive apparatus, of whitening the teeth, 
or of sweetening the breath. 

Said Pope: “Old politicians chew on wis- 
dom past.” This truism is suggestive. But the 
modern chewer, whatever may be his excuse 
for the indulgence, is addicted tv something 
more tangible—and that something isa pe- 
culiar conglomeration of stuffs. 

If your favorite brand is white gum your 
solace is in chewing paraffine—which is a 
mixture of various carbo-hydrides—that has 
been dissolved ata gentle heat in olive oil 
and glycerine. Itis stirred on cooling and 
afterwards compressed. The glycerine issup- 
posed to keep it soft and to make it sweet at 
the same time.

One of the managers laughed aloud at the 
bare suggestion of adinittance being refused 
onthe ground that the ingredients are in- 
jurious. 

No Rubber Boots Used. 

‘“*Some people actually think,’’ he said, 
‘* that chewing-gum is made from old rubber 
boots and refuse matter. The fact is that 
only pure materials are used, the principal 
ingredient being an exudation from a species 
of rubber tree native in Mexico.”’ 

‘* What is the appearance ot thissubstance?”’ 

‘* It is a thick brown sap of the consistency 
and color of maple syrup, We get itin the 
original state, with particles of bark and dirt. 
This goes through a long process of cleaning. 
Then of course the process of making is a 
profound secret. There isa manin our em- 
ploy, by the way, who for twenty-one 
years has done nothing else but ex- 
periment on new brands of chewing 
gum. No, evena manager could not take 
his wife through the factory. so rigid are the 
rules, Each employé knows only his par- 
ticular part of tke work,so the secret of 
making, as a whole, is preserved.”’ 

** Are the materials expensive?’’ 

**Yes, for the original gum costs $1.10a 
pound in ton lots, and the essential oils used 
cost $4apint« These are the principal _ in- 
gredients.”” . 

‘How longatime is required to convert 
one lot of new material into chewing-gum?”’ 

** Almost a week.” 

An interesting spectacle isto look in the 
packing room. Here great trucks filled high 
with strips of chewing-guma yard long and 
several inches wide, ali carefully marked with 
geometric precision into squares, are rolled 
in at intervals from the factory. The deft 
fingers of the seventy-tive wrappers—young 
giris—break these strips into sections, wrap 
eachin a tissue covering and then tinfoil, 
and pack them away in pasteboard boxes in 
an almost incredibly short time. One girl 
has thus filled 153 boxes in one day, there 
being 36 sticksin each box, or 5,508 sticks 
all told. This is an unusual record, however. 


Boxes Ready for Shipment. 


Great wooden boxes stacked to the ceiling 
on all sides, packed with chewing gum ready 
for shipment, are the result of oniy one day’s 
work. Itisasight toelevate the everlasting 
devotees of chewing-gun—the ubiquitous 
cash girland the omnipresent newsboy—to 
the seventh heaven of ecstasy. 

It is likewise a reminder that America is 
distinctively a chewing-gum country. And to 
think that manutactories employing 
hundreds, even thousands, of hands should be 
in daily operation all over the country to 
cater to one’s penchant for something to 
chew is an almost inconceivable fact.

AS THINGS WERE FORTY YEARS AGO, 


Married Women of England Were the 
Mere Chattels, of Their Husbands. 
Boston Herald: As late as forty years ago 
an English married woman was, financially 
speaking, the mere chattel of her hus- 
band,.. She had not the right to con- 
trol her own income, if she had one, or even 
to enjoy her own earnings if she earned 
anything. She might have a _ worthless, 
drunken, brutal husband, who, after ill-treat- 
ing her for years, might turn up again some 
evil morning from Norway or Nicaragua or 
Newgate and break up the home she had 
formed for, herself and her ehildren during his 
absence, seize and squander what money she 
had scraped together, sell her furniture, and 
then abscond again for an indefinite period. 
If she had riches, her wealth could not be 
secured to her without cumbrous and costly 
legai settlements, while a dissipated or heart- 
less hisband might wrench from her every 
penny of interest accruing from her capital. 
There was no cheap or expeditious law of 
divorce which could free her from 
the matrimonial tie when her 
life had become intolerable through 
the cruelty or infidelity ofher husband. . She 
had first to go to the ecclesiastical courts to 
get a divorce from bed and board, and next a 


private act of Parliament had to be procured 


before the conjugal shackles could be dis- 
solved. To getadivorce was like walking 
over broken bottles—you bled at every step. 
The cheapest divorces cost £1,000. 


Gladstone as an Author, 


Although a great pamphbleteer—indeed, he 
may be said to be the last survivor of the great 
pamphleteers—Mr. Gladstons has published 
comparatively little in book form proper, and 
nearly everything that he has so published ap- 
peared first in one of the magazines or reviews. 
He began to write when he was at Eton, his first 
efforts finding a place in the Eton Miscellany in 
1827. These bore the pseudonym “ Bartholomew 

uverie.”” Since 1843, when his article 
on “The Present Aspect of the Church” ap- 
peared in the Foreign and Colonial Quarterly 
Review, Mr. Gladstone has contributed some 126 
articles to reviews or magazines. Among the 
many pamphiets which he has issued “ The Vat- 
ican Decrees ” (1874) and * The Bulgarian Hor- 
rors”’ (1876) were the most famous. Like most 
of Mr. Gladstone’s other works they were pub- 
lished by Mr. Murray, and on the day of their ap- 
pearance the historic house in Albemarle street 
was besieged by an enormous crowd of people 
who struggled and fought to procure copies.

the country. The ceremony was observed 
with special unanimity all over New England, 
particularly in Massachusetts and Rhode Isl- 
and, and likewise in the States of“ Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, and Illinois, In ‘Illinois it was ob- 
served in twenty-five cities and towns by 
Grand Army Posts—at. Chicago. Springfield, 
Elgin, Quincy, Peoria, Joliet, Alton, Paris, 
Centralia, Aurora, Decatur, Westfield, and 
other places.

He had served in the Union 
army throughout the war, and was one.of| the 
first of the many New-Englanders who went 
South at the end of the struggle to assist in 
- educating the illiterate freedmen and fitting 

them for the exercise of their newly-acquired 
franchise. He was assigned to the supervis- 
fon of the public schools of Richmond, Va., 
and had with him half a dozen accomplished 
teachers from Boston. At that time the ill- 
fated Southern capital was a living tomb, with 
desolation, sickness, destruction, destitution, 
and all the other after-horrors of war visible 
on every band. Owing to the prejudice 
against them on the part of Richmond 
citizens the teachers were left to them- 
selves after school hours, and in seek- 
ing recreation they frequently took 
“ little trips to Belle Isle, just above 
the city in the River James—the site of the 


ig famous Confederate prison. Even when in 


use this prison had consisted merely of a 


' great canvas tent, and at that time there was 


-potrace of it to tell its heartrending story 
except the long rows of irregular graves, tes- 


tifying to the mortality that had ravaged the 


-vanks of the Union captives confined there.

Newport; in Tennessee at Nashville and 
Memphis; and also at New Orleans, La., and 
at Baltimore aud Frederick, Md. 

At Arlington, where sleep 16,000 Union 
dead, 14,000 known and 2,000 nameless— 
the greatest and loveliest of all the great 
national cemeteries and the one nearest 
Washington, overlooking the capital from the 
west bank of the Potomac—the ceremonies 
were exceedingly elaborate and particularly 
successful, Gen. James A. Garfield, then a 
member of Congress, being the principal ora- 
tor of the occasion. Money had been con- 
tributed lavishly and personal services had 
been offered in abundance, while flowers were 
almost rained down on’ the committee in 
A great throng, 
including thousands of school children and 
the children from the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Orphan Asylum, assembled in front of the 
historic Arlington House, whose majestic 
pillars and colonnades were draped 
in mourning and decked with flags. 
Then thé procession moved slowly over 
the grounds south of the mansion; the 
children placing flowers on the graves along 
the line of march as they passed, and finally 
halted at the tomb of the 2,000 * unknown 
dead,’’ whose whitened bones had been 
religiously gathered by government agents 
from all the scattered battlefields of the Old 
Dominion between Washington and the Rap- 
pahannock and interred in a huge stone sar- 
cophagus. Around, this the orphans formed 
a hallow square, and the committees and 
friends in attendance in turn formed a second 
hollow square around them. A dead march 
was played bythe Fifth Cavairy Rand, and 


during its progress the tomb was decorated , 
by the children with flags and flowers. a 


Garfield’s address was pronounced the finest 
of the kind he ever uttered, and portaons of it, 
referring to the sleeping tenants of Ariington, 
are pertinent and applicabietoali the cities 
of our soldier dead at this day. 

This silent assembly of the dead is an epitome 
of the war, Here aro sheaves reaped in the har- 
ve of death from every battlefield of Virginia, 
If each grave hada voice to tell us what. its 
silent tenant lastsaw and heard on earth we 
might stand with uncovered heads and hear.the 
whole story of the war. We should hearthat one 
perished when the first great drops of the crim- 
sok shower began to fall, when the darkness of 
that first disaster at Manegssas fell like an eclipse 
on the Nation; that another died of disease while 
wearily waiti fdr the winter to end; that 
this one fell on the field. in =— sight 
of the spires of Richmond, little dreaming that 
the flag must be carried through three years of 
blood before it could be planted in that citadel 
of treason: and that one fell when the tide of 
war had swept us back til! the roar of rebel guns 
sheok the dome of yonder Capitol and reéchoed 
in the chambers of the Executive Mansion. We 
should hear mingled voices from the Rappahan- 
nock, the Rapidan, the Chickahominy, and the 
James ;’solemn voices from the Wilderness, and 
triumphent shouts from the Shenandoah, trom 
‘Petersburg, and the Five -Forks, blended with 
the wild acclaim of victory and the sweet chorus 
of returning peace. The voices of these dead 
will forever fill the land like holybenedictions. 

Following up this first systematized observ- 
ance of the day the House of Representatives, 
on motion of Gen, Logan, June 22, 1868, au- 
thorized the collection and printing tor the 
use of Congrers of the record of ceremonies 
attending the decoration of the graves. In a 
further order by Gen. Logan as €ommander- 
in-Chief, promulgated June 25, 1868, the 
Grand Army comrades were called upon to 
forward to the headquarters in Washington 
all the literature pertaining to the Decoration 
day ceremonies that would add completeness 

to the publication contemplated—newspaper 

paragraphs, editorials, and reporters’ ac- 
counts, and also addresses in manuscript not 
printed. In the ensuing year the volume was 
issued under authority. of Congress, and a 
truly interesting volume it-is, bound in black 
and comprising 736 pages of printed matter, 
setting forth in full all the information ob- 
tainable concerning the various celebrations 
of the day in ail parts of the country. It 
hud a wide circulation at once, and as the 
combined result of the interest manifested in 
it and in the success of the first celebration, 
the observance grew generally popular and 
the Legisiatures of all the Northern States in 
rapid succession declared the day a legal holi- 
= by formal enactment. 

hat Memorial day will continue to be ob- 
served as at present for many years to come 
may be safely assumed. Some 40,000 sur- 
vivors of the war are joining their dead com- 
rades under the sod every year, and, the de- 
scendants of’these, as well as those already 
sleeping beneath the green mounds, may be 
depended upon to perpetuate, for as least the 
next two or three generations, this impressive 
and beautiful national holiday. 


USE OF TELEPHONES ON RAILROADS. 


Officials Considering the Advisability of 
Displacing Telegraphy. 

Railroad Gazette: In France the manage- 
ment of some of the railroad companies think 
of replacing the telegraph by the telephone, 
even for the transmission of important orders. 
There are some railroads with light traffic 
where the. telephone is already used, but the 
entire substitution of the telephone would be 
difficult. The single iron conductors used for 
telegraph would ‘not be suitable and it would 
be. necessary to establish special telephone 
lines with double wires: On the Vincennes

ch. The Rev. Dr. Vincent had for an in- 
iller, a leading and 
wealthy citizen of Akron, O., who was prom- 
inent in the Methodist Church. Mr. Miller 
bad long been an ,pActive Sunday-school 
_qorker and had used his large fortune 
generously for that jcause. Dr. Vincent 
ysed to spend much/time at Mr, Miller’s 
house, and, between them the idea of a place 
of summer resort of Sunday.school workers 
was evolved. They wanted a sort of vacation 
place where work and recreation might be 
combined, and it was Mr. Miiler who sug- 
‘the utilization! of the Methodistic

In)connection with these 
models appeared men and women in Oriental 
costumes so that the picturesqueness of the 
biblical country and | biblical times were 
strikingly reproduced in tableaux vivant with 
lectures, essays, and clags instruction bearing 
upon the same subjects. This practical kin- 
dergarten feature of biblical instruction was 
such a unique idea that it made the success of 
the enterprise beyond question. 

The second year of the assembly saw an 
average daily attendance of nearly 6,000;

departments. ‘The Chautauqua College, for 
thuse who desire to study thoroughly and per- 
sistently during six weeks, offers instruction 
in ancient and modern languages, literature, 
history, natural sciences, political economy, 
and philosophy. The School of Sacred Lit- 


erature provides several courses in Bible study, 


both in the original languages and in Eng- 
lish, on the leading biblical s alists, A

4e8 instruction in psychology,pedagogical 
principles and their practical application to 
the teach of arithmetic, geography, sci- 
ence, etc. There is a schooi of music, teach- 
ing the theory and practice of instrumental 
and vocal music; a school of physical educa- 
tion for both sexes in all branches uf gy m- 
nastics, athletic contests, rowing, etc.; and 
other classes in art, photography, industrial 
dtawing, china decoration, manual training, 
elocution, and shorthand. Reasonabie charges 
are made for instruction in these special de- 
partments, varying according to the character 
and the length of the courses. 

Life in Chautauqua partakes something of 
an easy, off-hand character, for the place has 
not yet altogether lost its camp-meeting 
traits. Most of the people who go there have 
& serious purpose, but the atmosphere of the 
place inclines one to rational rest and recrea- 
tion, combined with the close application to 
mental and moral improvement. 
living, there is the hotel, where you can get 
the best that any one ought to have, except 
wine and liquor, and pay for it about what 
you would for the same things elsewhere, 
You can board ina cottage hotel at from $5 
to $12 aweek. You can hire a furnished 
cottage or furnished rooms, and some of the 
young women.go into codperative housekeep- 
ing at a cost of $2.50 or $3 per week.

This year sees the assembly in a more pros- 
perous and promising condition than ever be- 
fore. Several new features will be seen for 
the first time.

e work of the Boys’ club, which was or- 
ganized last year, will be greatly expanded, 
taking in such subjects as natural. science, 
camp life, fishing, and other outdoor sports 
and studies. New methods and new courses 
of study will be adopted in several,of the de- 

rtments, such as the oola of Sacred 


can Institute of Christian Sociology, which 
met for the first time at Chautauqua last year, 
and the School of Physical Education. 

But the work of Chautauqua has not been 
limited by its local habitation and its summer 
season, As an outcome of this idea there has 
developed one of\the most influential educa- 
tional movements. that the world has ever 
known. The Chautauqua managers early re- 
alized that their peculiar plans of instruction 
demanded special text books, lesson papers, 
and other accessoriés, commonly in use 
at that-time being in nowise adapted to their 
needs. Asa result the assembly soon began 
to compile a litezature of ita own, beginning 
first with text books and lesson pape 
thence advancing by rapid strides to books and 
periodicals of a more general literary charac- 
ter. One ofthe earliest efforts in this difection 
was the Chautauquan Magazine. The germ 
of this periodical was the Uhautauqua As- 
sembly Herald, which was published daily 
during the meeting, and monthly from Mead- 
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ville, Pa., for the rest of the year. Fourteen 
years ago the Chautauquan entered the field 
asaregular monthly magazine and jumped 
almost at once into an abundant and endur- 
ing popularity. It has now become a firmly 
established periodical with a distinguished list 
of contributors and an individuality distinct- 
The magazine has not alone been 
by the great educational move- 
ment whose name it bears, but it has 
also been a very large and_ essential 
factor in promoting that move- 
ment. It specially serves the interests 
of the Chautauqua Assembly and other ed- 
ucational enterprises connected therewith, 
und the purposes and needs of that particular 
educational effort are naturally made domi- 
nant in the general scheme of the periodical. 
At the same time, however, the magazine 
takes high rank among _ the lesser literary 
periodicals of the day, while in circulation 
and influence, owing to its special character, 
it is searcely second to any other. It is said 
to be a very valuable property, with a circula- 
tion of very nearly one hundred thousand, To 
print it there has been established at Mead- 
ville, Pa., the Chautauqua Century Press, one 
of the most complete and modern establish- 
ments in this country for the making of books 
and periodicals. 

The Chautauqua Assembly has become pos- 
sibly more widely known through the Chau- 
tauqua Literary and Scientific Circle than 
through any other medium. This circle had 
its origin nearly forty years ago. W.hen the 
Rev. De. Vincent was a pastor in Newark, N. 
J., he endeavored to establish a course of 
home study and reading for young ministers 
who had lacked early educational advantage, 
but the project never got beyond the stage of 

reliminary - consideration. In’ 1873 Dr. 
Wincens felt that the time had arrived when it 
would be possible for him to graft this idea 
upon Chautauqua on a more extended scale 
than he had before contemplated, making it 
serve the needs of thousands of men and 
women all over the country. Thus it was 
that the now famous C. L. 8S. C. was organ- 
ized. 

The plan was elaborate, and provided for
